6. LAWA Specific Plan Amendment Study 

Diego Alvarez gave an overview of the alternative plans being considered by Los 
Angeles World Airports. Comments from the community are due by October 12 th and 
the Board of Airport Commissioners are expected to make a decision in January of 
2012 . 

7. ULI / TAP Recommendations / Economic Development Opportunities 

Lisa Trifiletti reported that she had submitted an application for Transit Oriented 
District grant being offered by Metro. The grant would fund new street improvements 
for the Century Blvd. Corridor. 

Chris Pearson from the Mayor’s Economic Development Team reported that they are 
actively pursuing ways to move some of the recommendations in the ULI Study 
forward. 

Mike Bonin, Chief of Staff for Councilman Rosendahl, reported that their office is 
supportive of the Consolidated Car Rental Facility being built and looking for other 
opportunities to bring economic development and more jobs to the Century Blvd. 
Corridor. 


8. LAPD Update 
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Senior Lead Officer, Ruben Garcia, advised members of an increase in thefts from 
motor vehicles that are parked on the streets for long periods. Officer Garcia also 
responded to questions about overnight parking of RV’s in Manchester Square.
